Man who 
killed girl, 
14, awaits 
sentencing 

Crown and defence 
lawyers are set to argue 
parole eligibility for an Al¬ 
berta man who admitted 
to strangling and slashing 
the throat of a 14-year-old 
girl. 

Ross Edward Kleman is 
facing sentencing after 
pleading guilty in April to 
second-degree murder in 
the death of Emily Stauf¬ 
fer. 


A second-degree mur¬ 
der conviction carries an 
automatic life sentence 
with no chance of parole 
for at least 10 years. 

Kleman, 44, had origi¬ 
nally pleaded not guilty to 
first-degree murder in the 
September 2008 slaying 
in Edson. 

Witnesses testified 
they saw a man attack the 
teen as she was walking 
along a wooded path in 
the community, about 
200 kilometres west of Ed¬ 
monton. 

Kleman also pleaded 
guilty to sexually touch¬ 
ing another female under 
the age of 16 in 2008.

An environmental think- 
tank says Alberta taxpayers 
could have to pay billions of 
dollars in oilsands cleanup 
costs because of inadequate 
government regulation. 

A Pembina Institute re¬ 
port suggests current finan¬ 
cial guarantees that energy 
companies must make as a 
last resort for cleaning up 
the oilsands could amount 
to as little as one-twentieth 
of the real cost. In the 
worst-case scenario, that 
could leave a liability of up 
to $6,300 per taxpayer. 


“The true cost of 
cleanup is being under-re¬ 
ported and hidden from 
Albertans,” Simon Dyer, 
one of the report’s co-au¬ 
thors, said yesterday. 

Operators are required 
to post letters of credit or 
other sureties to ensure 
there’s money for reclama¬ 
tion of oilsands sites in 
case the companies are ei¬ 


ther unwilling or unable to 
pay. They estimate the re¬ 
quired amount themselves. 

The Pembina says the in¬ 
dustry has about $820 mil¬ 
lion in such guarantees to 
cover about 69,000 hectares 
of disturbed land. But based 
on costs already incurred, 
the report says the true cost 
could top $22 billion.

Ex-cop says he 
was ‘murdered’ 
41 years ago 


O Shooter, now a grandfather, has jumped bail twice 
O Applied to return to Canada from U.S. in 2008 


Terrence Knox suspects 
he’s a murder victim. He’s 
just not dead yet. 

Knox, a former Chicago 
police officer, has written 
to Minister of Public Safety 
Vic Toews to ask that he be 
considered a possible mur¬ 
der victim for a shooting 
back in 1969. 

In his letter to Ottawa, 
which he copied to Immi¬ 
gration Minister Jason Ken¬ 
ney, Knox urges Canadian 
authorities to refuse a tem¬ 
porary residence permit to 
Gary Freeman, a former li¬ 
brarian’s assistant, who 
shot him 41 years ago in 
Chicago. 

The reason, Knox ar¬ 
gues, is that Freeman 
killed him, and it’s tough 
to extradite accused mur¬ 
derers from Canada. 

It has just been a very 
slow death, he wrote. 

“I am still suffering seri¬ 
ous injuries as a result of 



this shooting,” Knox wrote 
to Toews, urging him to 
consider the “possibility of 
him being charged with 
my murder when I die, if 
the cause of my death can 
be tied to the injuries sus¬ 
tained by the shooting and 
related surgeries.” 

The shooting took place 
when Knox was 21, and 
Freeman was 19 and 
known as Joseph Pannell. 


Knox was patrolling near 
a Chicago high school in a 
squad car when he pulled 
Freeman over and asked 
why he was not in school. 

Freeman fired several 
shots at him. Knox says it 
was a murder attempt, 
while Freeman says he was 
defending himself. 

The case appeared to be 
finally over in 2008, as 
both men were close to re¬ 
tirement age. Freeman 
pleaded guilty to aggravat¬ 
ed battery, spent 30 days in 
a U.S. jail, and pledged 
$250,000 to a fund for or¬ 
phans and widows of po¬ 
lice officers. 

After serving his sen¬ 
tence and probation, he 
applied to return to Cana¬ 
da to rejoin his family, but 
was denied entry. Since 
then, Freeman has lived in 
Washington with his 
mother and stepfather.

O Closures have hit Canadian crude producers’ ability 
to ship their product to the U.S. — their main market 


Enbridge Inc. restarted a 
pipeline yesterday after it 
found no crude was leaking 
from a section near Buffalo, 
N.Y, but it remains unclear 
when two other U.S. lines, 
which have been shut due 
to spills, will be up and run¬ 
ning again. 

Some petroleum was 
found on a pipeline casing 
on Monday, prompting the 
Canadian pipeline giant to 
shut it down as a precau¬ 
tion, spokeswoman Terri 
Larson said. 

“We suspected a possible 
low-volume leak. We did an 
investigation. We tested 
the pipeline, and did not 
find any other petroleum 
product,” she said from 
Marshall, Mich., the scene 
of a major leak in July. 

Enbridge will continue 
to monitor the pipeline for 
24 hours. 

Meanwhile, it is still un¬ 
known when exactly Line 
6B, which was affected by

O Banker says global downslide shows system needs to change 


Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney says commer¬ 
cial banks can pay for the 
cost of financial system re¬ 
form by cutting expenses 
without passing on costs to 
customers.

thumbs up to the G20 re¬ 
form process that calls on 
banks to load up on capital, 
even though it makes the 
cost of operations higher.

strikes the correct balance 
between “resiliency and ef¬ 
ficiency.”

costs, both on banks and 
on the economy.

Chris Hadfield is living my 
dream. 

e’s gearing up to be¬ 
come the first Cana¬ 
dian commander of 
the International 
Space Station on a 
six-month mission 
starting in 2012. 

It’s not exactly Star Trek since 
he’s hardly going where no man 
has gone before. Actually, he will 
just circle the Earth every 90 min¬ 
utes for six months, but I’ll bet 
you never get tired of the view. 
From one window you can see 
Africa. From the other: Infinity 
and beyond. 

OK, so it’s not exactly interstel¬ 
lar travel at warp speed, but it is 
the real thing, the edge of the hu¬ 
man frontier in the year 2012. 
While it may be humble, it’s the 
first permanent settlement 


outside the planet. 

He will be hitching a ride on a 
Russian Soyuz rocket in 
December 2012, because the U.S. 
government is ending the space 
shuttle program, 
and the private in¬ 
dustry that is racing 
to take over is still 
in the test rocket 
stages. But that’s 
cool; Russian rock¬ 
ets still work. And 
it’s also ironic: 

While the Russians 
are schlepping Had¬ 
field to the space 
station, here on Earth Hadfield’s 
prime minister, scaremonger-in- 
chief Stephen Harper, is trying to 
whip up paranoia about a Russian 
attack from across the Bering 
Strait so he can justify spending 
$20 billion on fighter jets. 

No wonder I feel more at home 


on the cosmic range. There’s no 
intelligent life down here. 

Hadfield, like me, dreamed of 
space travel when he was a 
teenager. Unlike me, he could 
handle math and 
physics; instead, I 
learned to push 
words around. 
Dave, his more 
down-to-earth 
brother, put it well 
in a recent 
interview: “As you 
go through life 
there are forks in 
the road and he al¬ 
ways took the one that could pos¬ 
sibly lead into space.” 

So he’s rocketing to the stars 
and I’m still here, writing about 
it. 

No doubt nine out of 10 red- 
blooded Canadian boys are 
dreaming of becoming Sidney 


Crosby and making $10 million a 
year in the NHL, but there must 
be a few who want to be just like 
Chris Hadfield, who started in air 
cadets, flew CF18s and has logged 
two other space journeys. And if 
the boys don’t have their heads in 
the stars, there are millions of 
young Canadian women who can 
look up to Hadfield, fellow Cana¬ 
dian astronaut Robert Thirslc, and 
Canada’s First Lady of space, Julie 
Payette. 

It’s just possible that because 
of these 21st-centuiy pioneers, a 
few more Canadian kids will set 
their sights on the final frontier 
and pursue science degrees 
instead of becoming doctors of so¬ 
cial media, majoring in Twitter.

A U.S. prisoner who has 
filed more than 3,800 law¬ 
suits and targeted the 
famous, the infamous and 
even the long dead is now 
being sued by federal offi¬ 
cials who want him to 
knock it off. 

U.S. federal prosecutors 
who say they have had 
enough of the frivolous fil¬ 
ings have filed a lawsuit of 
their own, asking a judge 
to take unusual action to 
stop Jonathan Lee Riches. 
Since 2006, Riches has 
filed lawsuits in nearly 
every jurisdiction in the 
U.S., court documents 
show. The inmate, who 
dubbed himself “Lawsuit 
Zeus” in one of his 
thousands of court cases, 
has filed up to four of his 
handwritten petitions a 


day in Kentucky courts 
alone.

Jon Hamm may be most

not necessarily rebooting 
everything I’ve done but it 
resets my mindset on di¬ 
recting movies which is a 
whole other parallel track.

“The weather is gor¬ 
geous, the crowds are done, 
the birds are still interest¬ 
ing and the ocean is right 
there. It’s beautiful,” said 
Wendy Fox of Boston, who 
spends many weekends in 
the fall cycling the Cape. 
“And as the weather cools 
down bicycling is a lot easi¬ 
er.” 

There isn’t the vibrant 
autumn foliage found in 
Northern New England, 
but there are subtle 
changes in the oak leaves 
and sea grass, as well as 
brilliant red cranberry bogs 
and deep purple grapes 
awaiting harvest. 

“And as the leaves start 
to drop the views im¬ 
prove,” Fox said. 

Indeed, locals — from 
bike shop owners to the bi¬ 
cycling park ranger who 
patrols the rail trail — ad¬ 
mit that fall is their 
favourite time to ride on 
the Cape. And what was 
good has gotten even bet¬ 
ter. Many paths have been 
improved in recent years. 
The rail trail was repaved; 


the Shining Sea Bikeway 
more than doubled in 
length and parts of the 
Province Lands Trail — 
which opened in 1967 as 
the first bike trail built by 
the National Park Service 
— were widened with 
funds from the American 
Recovery and Reinvest¬ 
ment Act. 

With little to worry 
about in terms of where to 
cycle, visitors should focus 
on planning other parts of 
their trip. Many shops and 
restaurants scale back their 
hours come September, so 
it’s a good idea to call first. 
Advance planning can also 
help cyclists find one of the 
many fall festivals on the 
Cape. For instance, the 
Truro Vineyards of Cape 
Cod is an easy nine-and-a- 
half kilometre ride from 
Provincetown along Route 
6A anytime between May 
to mid-December, when it 
closes for the winter. But 
fall brings the harvest and 
with it the annual the 
Grape Stomp and Jazz Festi¬ 
val, on Sept. 19 this year. 


On the rail trail in East- 
ham, Arnold’s Lobster & 
Clam Bar, an award-win¬ 
ning, fast-food style restau¬ 
rant, has a loyal summer 
following that doesn’t 
mind waiting up to an 
hour for food. After Sept. 
12, however, the restau¬ 
rant and adjacent minia¬ 
ture golf course are only 
open Friday though Sun¬ 
day, and they close for the 
season Oct. 11. (The out¬ 
door restrooms and vend¬ 
ing machines are left along 
the bike path until Novem¬ 
ber.) 

Still, other dining op¬ 
tions are apt to be more ac¬ 
cessible in the fall. A new 
French restaurant near the 
start of the rail trail in 
Wellfleet, PB Boulangerie 
Bistro, plans to close only 
for January. Although there 
was seldom a wait for din¬ 
ner in the restaurant, sum¬ 
mer vacationers were lined 
up nearly an hour before 
the bakeiy opened at 7 a.m. 
to feast on take-out crois¬ 
sants.

nects a 12-kilometre spur 
to Chatham. The Nickerson 
State park bike network 
connects to the rail trail 
and offers another 12.8 
kilometres of hilly cycling 
around ponds, lakes and 
bogs. 

Shining Sea Bikeway: 

This flat path runs 17 kilo¬ 
metres along the coast 
from Falmouth to Woods 
Hole, through salt marsh, 
cranberry bogs, ponds and 
woodlands. It’s the only 
bike path on Cape Cod that 
runs along the seashore. 

Province Lands Trail: 
This roller-coaster trail 
snakes for 12 kilometres 
through the dunes, wet¬ 
lands and beaches of the 
Cape Cod National 
Seashore near Province- 
town. 

Cape Cod Canal Bike¬ 
way: This flat, concrete 
path runs about 12 kilome¬ 
tres between the Bourne 
and Sagamore bridges, of¬ 
fering great views of the 
canal’s boat traffic. 

With such great cycling 
options, it’s no surprise 
that these multi-use paths 
are crowded in summer, 
bustling with parents push¬ 
ing strollers, summer camp 
groups and young children 
learning to ride. The 
tourists who flock to the 
Cape’s beaches in July and 
August also mean heavy car 
traffic, long waits for 
restaurants and even 
longer lines for ice cream, 
which must be gobbled up 
before melting in the 26 C 
heat. 

But after Labour Day, the 
visitors leave, the tempera¬ 
tures cool and the Cape 
takes on a quieter, more re¬ 
laxed flavour. 


Cycling Cape Cod in the 
summer is like experienc¬ 
ing an ice cream cone; 
you’ll wait in line, be sur¬ 
rounded by kids and end 
up sticky. But bike riding 
the Cape in the fall? That’s 
more like a cranberiy cock¬ 
tail; slightly sophisticated, 
cool and colourful. 

Just as both refresh¬ 
ments are special treats, so 


is cycling here in either 
season along one of the 
paved, car-free paths. Here 
are some of the options. 

Cape Cod Rail Trail: This 
flat, 35-kilometre trail runs 
through oak trees, ever¬ 
greens and marsh between 
Wellfleet and Dennis. It 
passes through Eastham, 
Orleans and Harwich, 
where a bike rotary con¬

Pork Thai Noodle Bowl 

Preparation: 

1 Cooked rice or udon noo¬ 
dles, for serving. 

2 In a wok or deep, non¬ 
stick skillet, heat 15 ml 
(1 tbsp) of the oil over 
medium-high heat. Add 
pork strips, garlic and 
ginger and stir-fry for 2 
to 3 minutes. 

3 Add shrimp, cook for 2 
minutes more. Remove 
from wok and set aside. 


Return wok to burner 
and add remaining oil. 
Stir-fry onion, red pep¬ 
per and asparagus for 1 
to 2 minutes. Set aside 
with pork. 

5 Deglaze skillet with man¬ 
go juice, scraping up any 
loose bits from the bot¬ 
tom of the skillet. 

6 Add coconut milk and 
curry paste. Let simmer 
for 5 minutes. 

7 Add pork, shrimp, vegeta¬ 
bles and mango to 
sauce and heat through. 
Season with salt. 

8 Serve immediately over 
prepared rice or udon 
noodles. Garnish with 
fresh coriander.

Cook It Raw, an event that 
brings the world’s most in¬ 
fluential chefs together to 
hunt, fish and forage to¬ 
gether — each time in a 
new location — then pre¬ 
pare a meal while leaving 
the smallest possible foot¬ 
print on the environment, 
met this month in Finland.

Workplace Law

B eware of em¬ 
ployment con¬ 
tracts — most 
contain em¬ 
ployer-friendly 
terms It's pos¬ 
sibly the worst fraud in 
workplace law - corpora¬ 
tions, with expensive 
lawyers and deeper pock¬ 
ets, insisting that employ¬ 
ees sign one-sided 
contracts that reduce their 
legal rights. And employ¬ 
ees, without bargaining 
power or an understand¬ 
ing of the law, not realiz¬ 
ing their interests have 
been undermined. 


The result is that em¬ 
ployees unknowingly 
agree to be dismissed with 
minimum notice, demot¬ 
ed, banished to far away ju¬ 
risdictions, see their 
salaries slashed and pre¬ 
vented from competing 
with their employers fol¬ 
lowing their departure all 
without recourse. Given 
these perils, what are 
some of the clauses that 
employees should look out 
for? 

Probationary periods 

Employers don't just use 
probationary periods to as¬ 
sess fit; setting a proba- 
tionaiy period allows them 
to dismiss for reasons that 
would otherwise be insuffi¬ 
cient. The employer needs 
only to show that, in its 
opinion, the employee was 
unsuitable for the position. 
If these considerations are 
fairly assessed, the employ¬ 
er can end the relationship 
suddenly by providing on¬ 
ly minimum notice or pay, 
or often less. 

Termination clauses 

Without any language 
surrounding termination 
in a contract, employees 
are entitled to reasonable 
notice of their dismissal, 
based on how long it 
would take to find another 
job. However, if some oth¬ 
er amount or formula is 
stated in the contract, it 


will usually provide for 
less than what is reason¬ 
able and often only the 
minimum amounts re¬ 
quired by law. 

Contractual changes 

Once the job begins, ad¬ 
verse changes to the job 
are prohibited, without a 
sufficient warning or that 
employee's consent. How¬ 
ever, employers will look 
to the contract first, and 
there is a clause clearly 
providing for that change, 
no matter how obscure, 
they will find the employ¬ 
ee had already agreed to it. 

Post-employment restrictions 

An employee's only im¬ 
plied duty upon leaving is 
to keep information or 
trade secrets confidential 
unless other specific post¬ 
employment duties or re¬ 
strictions are written into 
the contract. However, if a 
contract provides for it, 
employers can prevent em¬ 
ployees from working for a 
competitor, or soliciting 
clients or former col¬ 
leagues upon their depar¬ 
ture. 

What should employees 
do? First, review any new 
contract with a lawyer and 
don’t be reluctant to nego¬ 
tiate terms. Second, chal¬ 
lenge the enforceability of 
these contracts where the 
facts present that argu¬ 
ment. 


Dangers of the 
online job hunt

Although perfect for used 
bookshelves and missed 
connections, Craigslist may 
not be the place to find 
your next job. 

In fact, career counselors 
say, the whole mini-uni- 
verse of online job boards 
— such as Monster, Career- 
Builder and Hotjobs — is a 
great place to mis-invest 
your time during a difficult 
hunt. Employment guide¬ 
book author Margaret Riley 
Dilcel calls it a “black hole,” 
and Ford Myers, president 
of Career Potentials consult¬ 
ing firm, agrees. 

“Very, very few online 
applications are ever read 
or responded to,” Myers 
says. “Good jobs don’t get 
posted in the first place.” 

But with unemployment 
rates high, and the average 
Joe staring at the horizon 
for months before the job

boat lands, career coun¬ 
selors say they’re not sur¬ 
prised to see more people 
surfing online ads. 

Studies in the U.S. show 
that 10 per cent or less of 
jobs are filled through on¬ 
line ads, but if the occasion¬ 
al application is one small 
part of your search strategy, 
you might as well do it 
right. 

Start by composing a list 
of companies where you’d 
aim to work. About.com’s 
jobseelcing expert Alison 
Doyle recommends a re¬ 
search trip to the nearest 
Chamber of Commerce, 


plus a quick Linlcedln com¬ 
pany search by industry 
and location. “Check the 
company website and see if 
you can apply directly 
there,” she suggests. 

Back on the job boards, 
resist the temptation to rap¬ 
id-fire the same cover letter 
and resume at every link. 

“It is absolutely impera¬ 
tive to customize the cover 
letter,” Dilcel warns. A little 
resume tweaking — like 
bumping up the most rele¬ 
vant, if not recent job — 
can make a difference. 

Moreover, Dilcel notes, a 
human may never lay eyes 
on your application, so use 
the same keywords they 
use in the ad to pass the 
computerized scan test. 

Plus, take the qualifica¬ 
tions seriously: If the ad 
asks for five years’ experi¬ 
ence piloting a space shut¬ 
tle and you’ve got one 
summer at Space Camp, 
don’t waste your time.

The old ‘freshman 15’ 


O The good news is that college students typically gain less weight than previously thought 
O But unhealthy habits could last after graduation © Communication with parents is key

The latest studies suggest 
that the “freshman 15” 
might be, more accurately, 
“freshman seven” for most 
students. A 2009 cumula¬ 
tive study in Nutrition Re¬ 
views found that among 
college freshmen who put 
on weight, the mean gain 
was between seven and 
seven-and-a-half pounds. 

But that is still a signifi¬ 
cant gain for a nine-month 
period. And, more impor¬ 
tant to nutritionists, the 
habits developed in fresh¬ 
man year — often in the 
cafeteria — can have nega¬ 
tive effects down the line. 

“In general, the big food 
service companies that of¬ 
ten run these cafeterias 
have dietitians on staff. 
They have some healthy 
options,” says Debra John¬ 
son, director of nutrition at 
Rehmuda Ranch Programs 
for Eating Disorders. 

“The problem is the for¬ 


mat. It’s usually all-you- 
can-eat, and people typical¬ 
ly will expand their 
portions in that situation.” 

Full-service college meal 
plans commonly cost more 
than $3,000 per academic 
year, and students often 
cut down on expenses by 
choosing a limited plan. 

Many schools have one- 
meal-a-day options that run 
about $600 per semester. 

“You could not eat all 
day, or eat first thing in the 
morning and fast the rest 
of the day. That one-big- 
meal diet can set a person 
up for an eating disorder or 
binge eating,” says John¬ 
son. 

Having counselled pa¬ 
tients leaving for and re¬ 
turning from college, 
Johnson encourages stu¬ 
dents to strategize and 
communicate with their 
parents. 

Above all, before choos¬ 
ing a reduced meal plan, 
she says it’s key for stu¬ 


dents to articulate where 
and how they will replace 
those meals. 

“Know where the closest 


grocery store is. See what’s 
both nutritious and con¬ 
venient,” she says. 

“People think it takes a 


lot of time. It doesn’t take a 
lot of time. It takes a little 
planning and commit¬ 
ment.”

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Diversified doctors 

©Medschools want would-be doctors well-rounded 



A strong aptitude for sci¬ 
ence and the marks to 
back it up were once the 
key attributes for students 
trying to get into medical 
school. But an evolution 
has been going on in Cana¬ 
da’s medical faculties — 
and would-be doctors 
these days are likely to be 
as accomplished in the arts 
or sports as in the biology 
lab. 

The country’s 17 univer¬ 
sity-based medical schools 
have put on a big push to 
turn out new doctors who 
will better reflect an ethni¬ 
cally diverse, more educat¬ 
ed and Internet-sawy 
patient population that 
views physicians as part¬ 
ners — not overseers — in 
their care. 

At the University of 
British Columbia, for ex¬ 
ample, the roughly 1,800 
applicants are judged half 
on scholastic achievement 
and half on non-academic 
attributes. 

“So at UBC, even if 
you’re a genius, you still 
only get 50 per cent,” says 


dean of medicine Dr. Gavin 
Stuart. “The other 50 per 
cent are non-academic 
qualities, and that’s any¬ 
thing from community 
service, sports, volunteer¬ 
ing, civic duty, you name 
it.” 

Marcelo Crespin, a sec¬ 
ond-year med student at 
the University of Alberta, 
could represent the em¬ 
bodiment of that vision of 
tomorrow’s well-rounded 
physician. 

In his spare time, the 
26-year-old mountain- 
bikes, hikes in the Rockies, 
and plays the trumpet. 

But it was his early ex¬ 
periences with the medical 


world that cemented his 
desire to become a doctor. 

Crespin was just five 
when he and his mother 
fled war-torn El Salvador 
to settle in Toronto. When 
his mother developed 
health issues and had to be 
admitted to hospital, it 
was her son who acted as 
translator and liaison be¬ 
tween her and the doctors. 

“That left a long-lasting 
effect on me to become a 
physician,” says Crespin, 
explaining that doctors 
“miraculously” got his 
mother out of a wheel¬ 
chair and back on her feet 
after a work-related back 
injury, the Canadian press

CR-Z blast from past 
with eye on future 


O Honda’s new hybrid bears more than a passing resemblance to automaker’s 
fun CR-X O One of the most affordable models in the green segment

Can you have fun and 
drive a hybrid? 

Honda thinks they have 
the answer to that in the 
2011 CR-Z. 

For those who go back a 
bit, the CR-X made from 
1983-1991 was one of the 
most endearing cars Honda 
ever made. It was a small 
sporty coupe based on the 
Civic that had basically two 
seats with pert, chopped 


off tail. It didn’t have a lot 
of power but the CR-X 
more than made up for 
that with nimble handing, 
frugal operation, affordable 
pricing and a whole lot of 
character. 

The CR-Z is also a two- 
seat sporty coupe with a 
pert, chopped off tail and 
styling that screams, “this 
car is a blast.” And while 
the old CR-X was great on 
the gas, the new car goes a 
big one better; it’s a hy¬ 
brid. 

The CR-Z starts with a 


1.5-litre, SOHC four-cylin¬ 
der gasoline engine based 
on the unit used in the Fit. 
By itself, the engine pro¬ 
duces 113 hp and 107 lb/ft 
of torque. 

Unlike Toyota where the 
engine augments the bat- 
teiy, Honda uses the lithi¬ 
um-ion rechargeable battery 
to give the engine an extra 
shot of acceleration and 
torque, kind of like an elec¬ 
tric supercharger. 

Out on the road, the 
handling was like a small 
sportscar, precise and with 


great feedback. At a closed 
course slalom, people 
were throwing the CR-Z 
around with great aban¬ 
don with one journalist de¬ 
lighting in the low-end 
torque and the fact he 
could get the tail to hang 
out on hairpin turns. 

There are several ways 
to have fun in this car and 
another is cost. If you were 
expecting to pay $30,000 
or more, forget it. 

Along with the Civic Hy¬ 
brid and the Insight, Hon¬ 
da offers the three lowest

The midsize luxury 
crossover arena is a hot one, 
with an ever-expanding ros¬ 
ter vying for your upscale 
dollar. 

Lincoln has given its all¬ 
wheel-drive five-seat MKX a 


major refresh for 2011. 
With a starting price of 
$46,500, it’s right in the 
thick of the BMW, Mer¬ 
cedes, Audi, Infiniti, Acura, 
Lexus and Land Rover fight. 

The 2011 MKX gets new 
LED taillights, new head¬ 
lamps, sculpted front fend¬ 
ers, 18-inch alloys (20s are 
optional), a new hood and, 


of course, Lincoln’s split¬ 
wing signature grill. To these 
eyes, it’s the best looking ve¬ 
hicle in Lincoln’s lineup — a 
classy take on the well-re¬ 
solved proportions of the 
Ford Edge. 

Power comes from a 3.7L 
V6 Ti-VCT that makes 305 
hp and 280 lb.-ft. of torque, 
and achieves 12.2 L/100 km

The previous car’s cheap- 
ish interior gets ditched for 
a contemporary and finely 
detailed effort that nearly ri¬ 
vals those from Audi and In¬ 
finiti.

IT BRAKES FOR ENERGY RECOVERY 



When I was a kid I 
loved watching the 
Flintstones. But I 
didn't like the Flint- 
stone-mobile. Fred 
“braked” by sticking 
out his legs out 
through the 
floorboards and 
scrubbing off speed 
with his bare feet. 
This always made 
me cringe. 


A nd I still 
cringe 
whenever I 
relieve my 
own 

Flintstone 
moment. On this 
occasion my Jaguar E- 
type suddenly and silent¬ 
ly found itself coasting 
down the mild slope of 
our driveway, with me 
standing beside it. I 
grabbed the front 
bumper and stood my 
ground, but the car 
pushed me slowly back¬ 
wards. We stopped 
together in the middle of 
the street, unscathed, 
save for the leather soles 
of my moccasins, which 


were smoking. I can still 
feel the feet heat. 

Which brings me to the 
point of this column — af¬ 
ter 100 years or so of auto¬ 
motive braking that simply 
turns potential energy into 
wasted “heat,” via friction- 
based systems, we’re start¬ 
ing to move to more 
intelligent systems, that re¬ 
capture some energy. 

This has come about due 
to the re-birth of the elec¬ 
tric vehicle. If you have an 
electric motor hooked up 
to the drive wheels, you 
can use it to “brake” the ve¬ 
hicle, by simply reversing 
the flow of power. 

Now, instead of having 
the motor turning the 
drive wheels, you have the 
drive wheels turning the 
electric motor. The 
resistance works like a 
brake, and when you spin 
an electric motor it makes 
electricity. 

In a hybrid or EV this 
“free” juice is fed to the big 
battery pack, which powers 


the electric drive motor. 

But now we’re seeing this 
concept being applied to 
“conventional” vehicles. 

BMW introduced its 
Brake Energy Regeneration 
system on the 2010 5 Series 
Gran Turismo. The new- 
generation 2011 X3 will al¬ 
so feature the system. 

An electronically 
controlled clutch engages 
the alternator only when 
the vehicle is decelerating 
or braking. 

When accelerating or 
coasting, the charging sys¬ 
tem is de-coupled and 
draws no power from the 
engine, making it slightly 
more efficient. 

The battery uses glass- 
boron silicate instead of 
the more usual liquid elec¬ 
trolyte, to sharply reduce 
the battery’s conversion of 
charging energy to heat, 
and so it is also better able 
to operate effectively 
between less-frequent 
charging. 

At the upcoming Paris 


Motor Show, Ferrari, of all 
people, is expected to 
debut a similar “brake re¬ 
gen” system on its updated 
California model. 

Development is also go¬ 
ing on with sending 
electricity from brake re¬ 
gen systems not to batter¬ 
ies, but to ultra-capacitors 

— a fast charging/fast dis¬ 
charging storage system. 

Their ability to 
discharge a lot of power 
quickly, has piqued the in¬ 
terest of Formula One rac¬ 
ing, which is considering 
them for a proposed initia¬ 
tive called KERS (Kinetic 
Energy Recoveiy System). 

On the heavy-duty truck 
side, we’re seeing testing 
done on a brake re-gen sys¬ 
tem that uses hydraulics 
(instead of electricity) to 
capture the kinetic energy. 

Whatever happens, the 
days of scrubbing off speed 
solely with friction devices 

— body parts or otherwise 

— are finally coming to an 
end.

You can’t fight physics. The 
engine is typically the heav¬ 
iest component in a car, 
and when you’re making a 
sharp curve, it doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily want to follow, 
which can affect handling. 

What makes it worse is 
that most engines are 
mounted on relatively flexi¬ 
ble bushings, which au¬ 
tomakers use to help keep 
engine vibration from en¬ 
tering the cabin. Porsche 
tackles the problem with 
its new Active Drivetrain 
Mount, standard equip¬ 
ment on the 911 Turbo, 
which combines the best 
qualities of flexible and sol¬ 
id engine mounts. 


“With these 
mounts stiffened 
up, you get a much 
more stable back 
end when you’re 
cornering, because 
the engine is now 
solidly connected 
to the car." 

PORSCHE’S LAURANCE YAP 

When you turn a comer, 
your car follows the steer¬ 
ing position, but inertia 
causes the heavy engine to 
initially keep going in a 
straight line. It continues to 
do this until the flexible 
mounts reach the end of 
their elasticity. 

This causes instability, 
and in extreme cases on a 
rear-engined car such as the 
911 Turbo, could potential¬ 
ly result in oversteer, a dan¬ 


gerous situation in which 
the back end of the car 
swings around and the car 
spins. A solid, inflexible 
mount keeps the engine in 
line with the car’s direc¬ 
tion, but with a stiffer, nois¬ 
ier ride. 

“What these active 
mounts enable the car to do 
is to stiffen up the connec¬ 


tion between the drivetrain 
and the body of the car 
when you’re driving aggres¬ 
sively, and then soften it 
when you’re not,” says Lau- 
rance Yap, public relations 
manager for Porsche Cars 
Canada. 

The mounts use a mag¬ 
netically-activated fluid and 
an electrically-induced 


magnetic field that affects 
the fluid to a higher or low¬ 
er degree. This changes the 
fluid’s viscosity, making the 
engine mounts harder or 
softer. 

The system was original¬ 
ly designed for suspension 
components, but Porsche’s 
application is a first for en¬ 
gine mounts. 


Under normal driving 
conditions, such as high¬ 
way cmising, the fluid is 
“looser,” which helps ab¬ 
sorb vibration. When the 
system is in sport mode, the 
car uses a variety of param¬ 
eters to determine fluid 
stiffness, for a more direct 
connection between engine 
and body.

The trend to electric and 
hybrid cars is all very well 
but the ideal solution 
would be to have a non¬ 
polluting fuel that could 
use existing engine tech¬ 
nologies, rather than cre¬ 
ate new systems that need 
to be developed from 
scratch. 

With more than 100 
years of experience with 
combustion engine devel¬ 
opment. the car industry 
is rather good at it so the 
ideal solution would be to 
develop new non-pollut¬ 
ing fuels to use with these 
engines. 

Bio fuels have been cre¬ 
ated with corn and sugar 
oil, particularly in Brazil, 
but it was found that land 
used for growing food was 
being diverted to produc¬ 
ing biofuel which is less 
than ideal to say the least. 

It may be that by the 
time our children are buy¬ 
ing family cars they’ll be 
driving electric cars in 
cities but using combus¬ 
tion powered cars for 
longer journeys.

used as a foodstuff, in fact 
the Aztecs used to eat it. 
Scientists are working out

Don’t ignore the headrest 


While buckling seatbelts is 
second nature when get¬ 
ting into a car — how 
many of us think to adjust 
the headrest? Reports show 
that headrests are one of 
the most overlooked safety 
features in motor vehicles 
today and many don’t real¬ 
ize the important role they 
play in preventing neck, 
brain and spinal cord relat¬ 
ed injuries. 

“Headrests are designed 
to work alongside the seat- 
belt so that when an acci¬ 
dent occurs it prevents the 
head from twisting back¬ 


wards, which subsequently 
results in whiplash,” ex¬ 
plains Mauro Convertini, 
an insurance and claims ex¬ 
pert at Aviva Canada. 

“Drivers can sustain an 
injuiy from an incorrectly 
adjusted headrest even at 
speeds as low as 15 kilome¬ 
tres per hour - the same 
speed as the average bicy¬ 
cle.” 

According to an Insur¬ 
ance Bureau of Canada 
study, only 14 per cent of 
drivers on the road have 
their headrest in the proper 
position. And whiplash be¬ 


ing the most common soft 
tissue injuiy incurred dur¬ 
ing auto collisions under¬ 
lines the importance for 
passengers to ensure their 
headrest is adjusted proper¬ 
ly. Aviva’s Convertini rec¬ 
ommends that Canadian 
drivers follow three simple 
steps in order to prevent in¬ 
juries associated with im¬ 
proper headrest position: 

1. The top of the headrest 
should be in a straight line 
with the top of your head. 

2. Position the centre of 
your headrest so that it is 


slightly above the top of 
the ear. 

3. Ensure that the distance 
between the headrest and 
the back of the head is be¬ 
tween five and ten cen¬ 
timetres. 

An important message for 
local families with multiple 
drivers, the next time you 
get in your vehicle remem¬ 
ber to use your brain and 
adjust your headrest. More 
information is available 
from your insurance bro¬ 
ker or online at avivacana- 
da.com.

Xenon lights look fantastic 
and offer improved visibili¬ 
ty, but they typically in¬ 
volve additional cost.

Norton bikes return 


I confess I’ve never been 
up close to a Norton mo¬ 
torcycle. 

Not because I’m all 
that young, but that this 
iconic UK marque has 
been away a long, long 
time. 

Norton began build¬ 
ing motorcycles around 
the turn of the 20th cen¬ 
tury, and gained notori¬ 
ety throughout the 
1930s, 40s and 50s, win¬ 
ning numerous high- 
profile races. 

The Norton Comman¬ 
do, which launched in 
1968, was their last and 
most successful street 
bike before the factory 
doors closed in 1975. 


Thirty-five years later, 
the brand has returned 
to Canada with the Cana¬ 
dian reveal taking place 
at the Newmarket, Ont., 
Suzuki recently. 

With retro styling 
blended with state-of- 
the-art engineering, the 
bike is powered by an 
air-cooled 961 cc parallel 
twin developed by Nor¬ 
ton along with FI engine 
builders, Menard Com¬ 
petition Technologies. 

It is one of three mod¬ 
els to go on sale in Cana¬ 
da. The Sport and the 
Cafe Racer are 2011 
models that are expect¬ 
ed arrive early next year.
